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S. Vietnamese Aid 
Request a Surprise

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Ford has asked 
Congress for nearly $1 billion 
in aid for South Vietnam and 
perm ission 
to 
use 
U.S. 
military forces if necessary 
to evacuate Americans and 
tens of thousands of South 
Vietnamese refugees. 
F o rd ’s Thursday night 
State of the World message 
met immediate and 
stiff 
opposition 
among 
m any 
congressmen. 
Administration 
officials 
said contingency plans are 
being prepared for possible 
evacuation of up to 6,000 
Americans and 200,000 South 
Vietnamese refugees, should 
Saigon fall. 
Ford made no new aid 
request 
for 
Cambodia, 
saying it soon “ may be too 
late” to prevent its falling to 
the Communists. 
Officials said evacuation 
of some Americans from 
South Vietnam has already 
begun. 
Democratic congressional 
leaders were stunned by the 
size of Ford’s aid request - 
which included $722 million 
in military assistance and 
$250 million in economic and 
humanitarian aid for Saigon. 
“ I can't conceive of this 
Congress voting $722 million 
in military aid for South 
V ietnam ,’’ 
said 
House 
Democratic leader Thomas 
P. O’Neill. “There would 
have to be a complete tur­ 
naround in the opinion of the 
American public —as I read 
it 
talking with 
members 
when they came back from 
the 
E aster 
recess 
—to 
support such aid.’’ 
Ford asked Congress to 
act by April 19, just over a 
week, much faster than 
Congress usually 
moves 
unless it is virtually united 
on an issue. 
“A vast human tragedy 
has befallen our friends in 
Vietnam 
and Cambodia,” 
Ford said 
He said he must consider 
the safety of some 6,000 
Americans who remain in 
South Vietnam “ and tens of 
thousands of South 
Viet­ 
namese employes of 
the 
United States government, 
of news agencies 
of con-

tractors and businesses for 
many years whose lives, 
with their dependents, are in 
grave peril.” 
He said there are “tens of 
thousands of other South 
Vietnamese 
intellectuals, 
professors and teachers,

the alliance with the United 
States, to whom we have a 
profound moral obligation.” 
The $722 million military 
aid figure was more than 


double the $300 
million 
request he made before the 
recent Communist gains in 
South Vietnam, and on which 
Congress has never acted 
The new figure was the sum 
recom m ended 
by 
Army 
Chief of Staff Frederick C. 
Weyand. 
The speech was Ford’s 
first public report on his

He will attend a summit

Gov. William P. Hobby says 
the state has $250 million less 
than Gov.

proposal is the only one of 
five under consideration 
which Texas lawmakers can 
pass without raising taxes,

Ar l i n g t o n , Tex. (UPI) 
— The black UT-Arlington 
professor who said Justice of 
the Peace John 
Forbes 
refused to marry him to a 
white woman has filed a 
federal complaint that could 
result in charges of civil 
rights violations against the 
judge. 
Urban studies professor 
Dr. Daniel Georges, 26, said 
this week the complaint, 
filed jointly with his wife, 
involved 
three 
possible 
violations of civil rights 
statutes. An FBI agent said 
further action could occur 
within two weeks. 
“ I have talked with the 
Justice Department and the 
FBI and a formal complaint 
was filed on 
M onday,” 
Georges said. “ One of the 
possible violations involves 
the 
misuse 
of 
public 
property, the second in 
volves the misuse of public 
office and possibly a third 
involves the use of physical 
violence by a 
public of­ 
ficial.’’ 
Georges and Jill 
Maas 
were to have been married 
March 23, in a ceremony in 
Forbes’ office in front of 
about 15 friends, mostly UTA 
professors 
and 
their 
families. But when Georges 
and his bride stepped for­ 
ward, 
Forbes 
refused 
to 
perform 
the 
wedding 


because they were of dif­ 
ferent races. 
Forbes refused to answer 
que?; ions about the incident 
but later issued a statement 
explaining 
he 
routinely 
refuses to perform underage 
or interracial marriages. 
“ My experience indicates 
that such underage and 
interracial 
marriages are 
often the result of either 
family pressures or a per­ 
sonal revolt against family 
prejudices,” 
Forbes 
said. 
“ When one out of three new 
marriages now end up in the 
divorce courts of our state, I 
feel it would be a breech of 
my judicial conscience to 
indiscriminately contribute 
to these growing statistics.” 
But Georges said Forbes 
was not as rational on the 
day of the wedding. 
According to Georges, 
Forbes locked himself in his 
office. He refused to come 
out until several members of 
the wedding party banged on 
his door. 
“ At that time he got very 
angry and grabbed my arm 
and pushed me toward the 
stairs,” Georges said. 
Forbes finally called the 
police and the group left. 
Georges and Miss Maas, a 
Fort Worth speech therapist, 
were married later by a 
Unitarian minister in Fort 
Worth, some 15 miles away. 
The complaint was for­ 


warded by the FBI to the 
Justice 
D epartm ent 
in 
W ashington. 
An 
FBI 
spokesman said a decision 
would be made within two 
weeks on whether to in­ 
vestigate further and file 
charges. He said the com­ 
plaint probably would in­ 
volve violations of the 1967 
Civil Rights Act. 
Georges said he also was 
considering a class action 
suit by the American Civil 
Liberties Union

“We have a lot of so-called 
experts going around in this 
country saying technology is 
dead —along with God,” 
Keller said. “Well, we have 
got to let people know, and I 
mean all the people —the 
people who need it —that 
technology is not dead in the 
United States. It is very 
much alive.’t 
The current star of the 
Keller Corp. is the KROV, 
the “ Keller Roto-Osciliating 
V ane” steam 
engine, a 
power source which he said 
outperform s the internal 
combustion engine in 
all 
categories and cuts the 
pollution 
problem 
sub­ 
stantially. 
Operating in a car, Keller 
said the KROV will run on 
about any liquid fuel, reach 
full efficiency in 30 seconds, 
elim inate balky ignition 
systems, spark plugs, points, 
tim in g , 
tr a n s m is s io n s , 
differentials, and do so with 
50 per cent 
m ore 
fuel 
economy and in cars of lower 
cost, lighter weight and 


smaller volume. 
Patents have been granted 
in Belgium, Australia and 
France and expected to be 
granted soon in Germany 
and Brazil. Applications 
have been filed in 13 other 
countries. 
“We felt we had to patent 
everyw here we felt the 
engine had some potential 
and where there was a valid 
patent system," Keller said. 
Keller tried hard to sell his 
engine to American car 
makers in Detroit, but they 
would not buy. Keller said he 
was told by U.S. automakers 
they would produce his 
engine 
under 
two 
cir­ 
cumstances —if the public 
demanded it or imports took 
such a large share of the 
market 
that 
the internal 
combustion engine could no 
longer compete. 
“That bunch of bandits,’’ 
said Keller, who added that a 
prototype automobile using 
the 
KROV 
is 
under 
development in Asia. 
Throughout Asia and the 
United States, the KROV is 


being adapted to the myriad 
uses of an engine. Keller 
estim ated there are 20 major 
applications for the engine. 
A prototype a ir com ­ 
pressor is working daily at 
K eller’s h ead q u a rte rs in 
Dallas. He has been working 
with the Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce trying to find a 
manufacturer for it.

Gardening Books 


Easy to Write 


Bn DICK WEST 
WA.SHINGTON (UPI) - 
No other spring in my 
memory has produced such 
a luxuriant crop of gar­ 
dening books 
The profusion and variety 
of literature on floriculture 
and olericulture 
is 
truly 
amazing — all the more so to 
those of us who have "brown 
brains.” so to speak. 
lf you have ever tried to 
write a gardening book, or 
any other type of book for 
that matter, you know how- 
discouraging it can be. The 
foreword withers, the early 
chapters droop and fade and 
even the index develops a 
blight 
I was pleased to have had 
a talk recently 
with the 
garden editor of a national 
magazine who is the author 
of one of the new books 
He gave me some pointers 
that I’m sure will be a big 
help to persons like myself 
whose attem pts 
to 
write 
lxK)ks have never produced 
more than a few spindly 
paragraphs. 
Light —it’s impossible to 
overstress the importance of 
proper lighting in writing 
gardening books. 
Some 
types of authors 
requ ire m ore light than 
others and a lot depends on 
whether the book is being 
written indoors or outdoors 
G enerally speaking, in­ 
door authors should place 
their desks before a large 
window 
or 
porthole 
that 
admits at least six hours of 
daylight. 
If no suitable aperture is 
available, one can quickly be 


created by kicking a hole in 
the wall 
Adequate daylight is less 
critical for books written in 
the evenings 
For 
most 
evening books, artificial 
illumination from whaling 
lamps or jack-o-lanterns will 
do nicely 
As for books written out of 
doors, partial shade, or 
indirect sunlight filtered 
through a small swarm of 
gnats, is ideal 


But try to pick a leeward 
location When the leaves of 
a 
manuscript 
are 
tossed 
about by the wind, the book 
may become disjointed 
Also bear in mind that 
books written in longhand, or 
by hunt-and-peck typists, 
usually require more light 
than those by touch typists 
Moisture - Good drainage 
is essential in writing gar­ 
dening books. 


Although authors need 
adequate 
m oisture 
to 
prevent 
dry 
wit 
from 
developing, standing water 
for example, water that 
collects around the ankles as 
a result of an overflowing 
bathtub 
—re ta rd s book 
development. 
Among the defects caused 
by improper drainage are 
soggy 
syntax. 
sodden 
semantics and hydrostatic 
modifiers. 
Climate 
—Fortunately, 
gardening books are 
ex­ 
ceedingly 
hardy 
and 
adaptable. They can be 
w ritten 
in 
alm ost 
any 
clim ate 
in 
which year- 
around 
advances 
and 
royalties arc available 


four lo SIX inches 
Plants 
grown in peat pots will have 
lo be watered more often 
because the soil dries faster 
in these pols 
"Apply a complete fer­ 
tilizer al»ul a week after the 
petunias are planted and 
make monthly applications 
throughout 
the 
growing 
«ieason.” he went on to say 
"However be sure no fer­ 
tilizer is left on the plants, 
and 
alw ays 
w ater 
thoroughly after each ap­ 
plication ■’ 
If petunias start to decline 
in la*er summer. Risinger 
suggests cutting 
back or 
thinning 
the 
flowers 
However, a little care and 
regular 
applications 
of 
fertilizer and water will keep 
plants in good condition 
"Petunias 
require 
little 
special care and have no 
serious desease or insect 
problems," he said 
The only disease problem 
IS botrytis which can be 
controlled by spraying with 
caplan, 
zineb or 
ferbam 
every 7 to IO days during a 
rainy period. Spacing the 
plants properly will usually 
prevent this disease 
Aphids sometimes attack 
the plants but can be readily- 
controlled 
with 
malathion 
spray or dust. Slugs may 
also feed on petunias and can 
be 
controlled 
with 
metaldehyde 
.Applying a mulch such as 
shedded bark, wood chips 


or peat moss aroimd the 
plants will help control 
weeds. Risinger concluded

Watering Key to 
Lawn’s Growth 


BY JACK LAIR 
Area Agronomist 
Watering is an integral 
part of lawn magic. Grasses 
need plenty of water to keep 
in 
top 
condition 
and 
requirem ents 
should 
be 
carefully considered. 
St. Augustine with its 
shallow, fibrous root system 
is native to West Indies 
where rainfall abounds. 
Here in the Plano area, as an 
introduced plant it requires 
considerably more water 
than 
rainfall 
normally 
supplies. If rainfall does not 
provide its needs, watering 
is a must. St. Augustine for 
optimum growth needs an 
inch-and-a-half every seven 
to ten days. 
Bermuda is commonly 
found as a native in all 
tropical and subtropical 
parts of the world. Like St. 
Augustine, it has been in­ 
troduced to the Plano area. 
Slightly less 
moisture 
is 


needed for its optimum 
growth, though, and an inch 
every seven to ten days 
should be supplied. 
One soaking to attain these 
amounts is preferable to 
several shallow sprinklings. 
Crab grass and other annual 
weeds 
thrive 
on 
light 
sprinklings, and soaking also 
tends to 
deepen the root 
systems. The soil should dry 
out on the surface before the 
next watering. 
One 
sprinkler 
or 
an 
elaborate 
system 
of 
automatic sprinklers should 
betimedtoput out the proper 
amounts. A simple way is to 
set a coffee tin where it 
catches an average output. 
When the can has an inch to 
an inch-and-a-half of water 
the area is sufficiently 
watered. On slopes and 
terraced lawns lighter ap­ 
plications 
would 
be 
necessary to prevent runoff 
loss.

From Damping-Off 
Protecting Plants 


D am ping-off of garden 
vegetables is common in 
m ost 
T exas 
gardens. 
Although it is caused by 
several fungi, Pythium is 
one of the more prevalent. 
The plant is susceptible to 
dam age from this desease 
complex from the minute 
that the seed is placed in the 
soil until it begins to produce 
true leaves. The older a 
seedling is, the less apt it is 
to be 
dam aged 
by the 
complex of fungi. 
The damping-off symptom 
will vary with age and stage 
of development of the young 
seedling. Damage may first 
occur as the fungi attack the 
germinating seed. The in­ 
fected seed becomes soft and 
mushy and fail to germ inate. 
Young seedlings can be 
attacked before they come 
through the soil. Losses 
occurring after the seedling 
em erges are called post­ 
em ergence damping-off. The 
sam e group of fungi for the 
most part are involved in all 
stages of damping-off. 
Stems of 
young 
plants 
attack ed by dam ping-off 
becom e w atersoaked and 
slightly 
d ark er 
in 
a p ­ 
pearance near the ground 
As 
the 
lesions or 
spots 
enlarge, the cells of the plant 
stem s collapse and the 
seedling rapidly dies. When 
the cells collapse, the plant 


breaks over from the weight 
of the top. 
As the seedlings m ature, 
they are less susceptible to 
dam ping-off. 
On 
older 
seedlings, lesions or spots 
will occur on the stem, yet 
the plant will not be killed. It 
will, however, be weakened 
and dam age may occur later 
from wind injury breaking 
the plants over. 
Avoid over fertilizing with 
nitrogen. Excessive nitrogen 
will encourage the disease 
and should be avoided. 


The severity of the disease 
is directly proportional to 
the soil m oisture. It is 
greatest when the soil is near 
sa tu ra tio n . 
The role of 
moisture appears to be in the 
movement of the disease. 


Nematodes, due to the 
natu re of their feeding, 
cause injury to the young 
plant’s root system. This will 
slow the growth of the young 
seedling which increases the 
susceptible 
period. 
The 
wound from the feeding also 


serves as an infection site for 
the damping off fungi. 
The best way to control 
dam ping-off is to follow 
these suggested guidelines: 
1. If possible, plant the 
garden in a well-drained 
area. 
2. Plant on a raised bed 
(six inches minimum). 


3. Plant when soil tem ­ 
p e ra tu re is su itab le for 
maximum seed germination 
and seedling development 
(refer to seed packet). 
4. 
Use 
C aptan 
as 
a 
preplant fungicide whenever 
possible. 
5. 
Avoid high 
nitrogen 
fertilizer and apply calcium 
(lime or gypsum depending 
on soil pH) according to soil 
analysis. 
6. Plant only good quality 
seed which has beer. treated 
with a protective fungicide. 
7. 
In severely 
infected 
gard en s, 
it 
m ay 
be 
necessary to apply Vapam 
as a preplant treatm ent.

Don’t let that lawngrass go 
hungry...just 
because fer­ 
tilizers are a few dimes more 
this year than last. How your 
lawn looks through

summer depends a great 
deal on what kind of treat­ 
ment it gets right now. Let’s 
take a look. 
F e rtilizin g : 
No 
one 
company has a monopoly on 
good fertilizers. In fact, the 
fertilizer’s analysis is far 
more im portant than the 
company’s brand. For your 
lawn look for a fertilizer 
th at’s fairly high in nitrogen 
(first 
num ber 
of 
the 
analysis). Suitable examples 
available locally are 12-6-6, 
IO 5-5, 20-10-10, 12-8-4 among 
many others. 
Depending on the analysis, 
apply one to three pounds of 
any of these per IOO square 
feet. Apply half of your 
fertilizer load going one way, 
the other half at right angles 
to avoid streaks of dark 
green. 
A couple of cautions on 
fertilizin g : when possible 
apply fertilizers separately 
from other chemicals such 
as weed killer, insecticides 
and fungicides. It’s usually 
m ore 
dependable 
and 
cheaper to wait until you 
need one of these other 
m aterials, then apply it by 
itself. 
Second, don’t get caught 
up 
in 
that 
one-time-year 
grass-feeding habit. North

Our 
cu rren t 
season looks pretty ominous 
in spite of recent rains. 
Learn to recognize dry grass 
symptoms, then learn 
to 
w ater promptly, morning, 
noon or night. Don’t wait to 
w ater if your grass has 
turned wilted. 
When

water, soak 
deeply to en­ 
courage deep rooting. If you 
haven’t already, invest in a

sp rin k ler.

w ater heavily after fe r­ 
tilizing. 
Weeds: Weeds, on their 
own, a re n ’t a problem . 
T hey’re 
m erely 
an 
in­ 
dication of another problem 
such as low fertility, insects 
or diseases, poor watering 
and the like. Your local 
nurserym an can reco m ­ 
mend specific controls if 
you’ll take him a sample of 
the weed problem involved 
Follow his suggestions and 
the label’s recommendations 
m ost carefu lly , how ever. 
Weed killers are potent to 
plant life. Make sure the 


weeds are 
all 
that 
gets 
killed. And try to correct 
that basic shortcoming so 
weeds won’t come back. 
Insects, D iseases: P est 
problems you’re likely to see 
right about now include 
brown patch of St. Augustine 
(T e rra clo r), chinch bugs 
( D i a z i n o n 
g r a n u l e s , 
Trithion, Ethion), and St. 
Augustine decline 
(yellow 
mottled leaves, no chemical 
control). Floratam , the new 
grass around town, is a 
resistant replacem ent. 
Shade: 
If the g ra ss 
(especially St. 
Augustine) 
just won’t grow in the shade 
you’re 
one 
of 
many 
thousands of gardeners with 
just the sam e problem . 
Extra fertilizer and water 
might help, but they won’t 
turn the problem around. It’s 
a shade problem pure and 
sim ple, and you’ll have 
either to thin out the limbs or 
go to a ground cover that 
needs less direct sun. Vinca, 
English 
ivy, 
liriope, 
m onkeygrass and 
ajuga 
would all be most suitable.

Two m em bers of the state 
Proprietary School Advisory 
Commission indicate they 
liave doubts about a letter 
refuting the results of an 
audit 
which 
shows 
proprietary schools in Texas 
owe millions of dollars to 
form er students. 
The letter was written by 
E.W. Quinton, director of the 
Division 
of 
P ro p rie ta ry 
Schools 
and 
V eterans 
Education, and it was sent to 
officials in Washington. 
The letter said students 
who 
dropped 
out 
of 
p ro p rie ta ry 
schools 
or 
students who were forced out 
because the schools closed 
w ere refunded the p e r­ 
centage of their tuition owed 
them. But, according to an 
internal audit, the students 
are still owed this money. 
These refunds are required 
by the Texas Proprietary 
Act. 
“ If the internal audit is 
true, 
this 
letter 
is very 
false,” Jim Boyle, a member 
of the Proprietary School 
Advisory Commission, said 
Thursday. “The letter says 
things were just 
rocking 
along and the audit shows 
the refund liability kept 
getting bigger and bigger.” 
Boyle and Mark Berry, 
another m em ber of the com­ 
m ission, 
rev ealed 
the 
existence of the 
Quinton 
letter Thursday. Berry in­ 
dicated he believed the 
results of the audit more 
than he believed the contents 
of the letter. 
“There are millions of 
dollars owed to students in 
this state by the owners of 
proprietary schools,” Berry 
said. 
“ We’re not 
talking 
about a small wrong, but a 
multimillion dollar wrong. 
“ I don’t think anybody has 
any earthly idea how much 
is owed the students in Texas 
and I think th at’s a serious 
problem ,” he said. 
The commission voted to 
recom m end to the state 
Board of Education it direct 
Quinton to “strictly enforce 
in all instances the Texas 
Proprietary School Act and 
take 
w hatever 
steps 
necessary to rem edy lack of 
enforcement in the past.” 
It 
also 
approved 
a 
provision 
prohibiting 
a 
p ro p rietary school from 
enrolling students until it 
could prove it was in compli­ 
ance with the Act and had 
received a certificate of ap­ 
proval
